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DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 
by  Katherine  M.  Mainzer 

The  past  twelve  months  have  been  a  banner  year  for  the 
Massachusetts  Coalition  for  the  Homeless  as  we  moved  for- 
ward on  all  fronts  to  achieve  our  goals.  We  began  in  September 
by  assisting  with  an  event  to  help  focus  public  awareness  on 
Homelessness.  In  a  "Pilgrimage  for  Dignity  and  Compassion 
for  the  Homeless,"  groups  marched  from  Quincy,  Salem  and 
Cambridge  to  the  Boston  Common  where  they  were  joined  by 
supporters  for  a  rally. 

After  four  months  of  intensive  negotiations  and  advocacy, 
we  secured  250  707/E.  A.  certificates  for  homeless  families  liv- 
ing in  Hotel/Motel  and  Shelter  situations.  We  consider  this  pro- 
gram to  be  the  state's  recognition  that  emergency  housing  often 
becomes  prolonged  housing  and  the  cycle  continues  due  to  the 
lack  of  affordable  housing. 

We  took  pride  in  filing  our  1986  housing  bill:  an  Act  to 
Establish  a  Housing  Trust  Fund.  Out  of  an  enormous  concern 
for  the  lack  of  low-income  housing  throughout  the  state,  our  ■ 
Legislative  Committee  is  focusing  on  generating  low-income 
housing  production.  The  Housing  Trust  Fund  would  receive 
monies  from  four  major  sources  of  real  estate  transactions  and 
would  devote  these  funds  to  supplement  financing  for  the  con- 
struction of  truly  low-income  housing  by  non-profit  organiza- 
tions. 

Elsewhere  on  the  legislative  front,  we  continued  with 
the  Up  to  Poverty  campaign  to  raise  benefits  to  the  federal  poverty 
level.  MCH  has  also  filed  two  other  welfare  bills:  one  which 
would  raise  GR  benefits  to  the  same  level  as  AFDC  for  the  same 
family  size;  and  the  other  would  expand  the  eligibility  require- 
ments for  General  Relief. 

In  January  we  held  our  first  Annual  Awards  Ceremony, 
a  jammed  buffet  dinner  for  450  people,  at  the  Parker  House. 
We  gave  five  awards  and  raised  some  $15,000  to  support  our 
work.  It  was  a  huge  success  and  we  look  forward  to  our  "Second 
Annual"  for  a  gala  event. 

The  final  Highlight— a  major  coalition  commitment  for 
the  next  four  years— was  the  kick-off  of  our  "Right  to  Hous- 
ing" campaign.  In  this  multi-stage  project  we  hope  to  do  no 
less  than  amend  the  state  constitution  to  include  the  right  of 
"occupying  habitable  and  affordable  non-transient  housing"  for 
all,  along  with  the  right  to  vote,  to  education,  and  to  the  free 
expression  of  opinion.  It  is  our  belief  that  only  through  such 
a  profound  alteration  of  our  thinking  about  housing  can  we  hope 
to  cause  a  shift  in  the  prevailing  profit  oriented  market  which 
views  housing  as  a  commodity  to  be  traded. 

The  problems  of  homelessness  are  deeply  rooted  in  our 
society,  and  it  will  take  a  broad-based  and  sustained  effort  to 
effect  a  reasonable  resolution.  With  the  support  we've  been 
receiving  from  our  friends  in  the  legislature,  from  philanthropic 
providers,  from  human  service  providers  and  from  the  dedicated 
volunteer  community,  we  have  no  doubt  of  our  future. 

Our  success  at  fundraising  means  that  we  can  strenghten 
our  efforts  in  the  field,  so  thanks  to  all  of  you  whose  energy 
and  support  have  made  this,  A  Year  of  Achievement.

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HOUSING:  "The  Right  Of  All,  Not  The  Privilege  Of  Some"

The  Massachusetts  Coalition  for  the  Homeless'  "Right 
To  Housing  Project"  is  well  underway  in  its  campaign  to  amend 
the  state  constitiution  to  guarantee  all  inhabitants  of  the  common- 
wealth the  right  to  habitable,  affordable,  non-transient  hous- 
ing. The  Coalition  is  currently  working  on  enlisting  the  aid  of 
over  100  organizations  statewide  to  collect  1,000  signatures  each 
during  the  petition  process  this  Fall.  Thus  far,  36  organizations 
have  committed  themselves  to  the  project,  including  the  Amer- 
ican Friends  Service,  Mass.  Association  of  Older  Americans, 
New  Jewish  Agenda,  Mass.  Building  Trades  Union,  Mental 
Patients  Liberation  Front,  and  a  number  of  CAP  agencies. 
Another  55  organizations  are  in  the  process  of  securing  formal 
approval  for  their  participation. 

A  press  conference  announcing  the  Right  to  Housing 
Campaign  was  held  at  the  State  House  in  early  April,  and 
attended  by  over  65  people.  It  received  media  coverage  from 
Channel  4,  the  Boston  Globe,  and  several  radio  stations.  The 
project's  buttons  and  logo  were  greeted  with  great  enthusiasm. 
Designed  and  donated  by  the  popular  artist  Corita  Kent,  the 
slogan  states  that  "Housing  is  the  right  of  all,  not  the  privilege 
of  some." 

The  petition  campaign  represents  the  first  step  in  the  four 
year  process  to  amend  the  state  constitution.  In  August,  10  in- 
dividuals will  present  the  proposed  Amendment  to  the  Attorney 
General.  Judge  Paul  Garrity,  Arthur  Osborne  of  the  AFS-CIO, 
and  Frank  Manning  of  the  Association  of  Older  Americans  will 
be  3  of  the  10  original  petitioners.  The  Coalition  is  in  the  process 
of  securing  7  other  individuals  to  participate,  and  we  hope  to 
enlist  the  support  of  10  other  community  leaders  as  project 
endorsers. 

The  first  goal  of  the  Right  to  Housing  Project  will  be 
to  deliver  the  petitions  with  100,000  signatures  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  on  November  19th.  While  our  ultimate  goal  is  to  get 
the  proposed  Amendment  adopted,  the  process  itself  is  equally 
important.  The  amendment  process  gives  us  the  opportunity 
to  raise  the  awareness  of  and  educate  the  general  public  on  the 
housing  crisis;  initiate  an  active  dialogue  about,  and  the  imple- 
mentation of,  various  creative  solutions  to  that  crisis;  ensure 
that  decision-makers  understand  that  housing  must  be  made  a 
fundamental  priority  for  public  policy;  and  build  a  broad-based 
coalition  of  concerned,  active  people  who  can  work  together 
to  combat  the  shortage  of  habitable,  affordable,  non-transient 
housing  in  the  Commonwealth. 

Just  as  Massachusetts  led  the  way  in  the  19th  century  in 
ensuring  that  all  children,  regardless  of  income,  have  the  right 
to  a  basic  education,  so  are  we  now  leading  the  way  in  the  20th 
century  in  ensuring  that  all  people,  regardless  of  income,  have 
the  right  to  a  decent  home.  The  Right  to  Housing  Project  is 
an  exciting  opportunity  for  us  all. 


ACTIVIST  MITCH  SNYDER  TO  ADDRESS 
MCH  ANNUAL  MEETING

Mitch  Snyder,  of  the  Washington-based  Community  for 
Creative  Non-Violence,  will  be  the  key-note  speaker  at  this  year's 
MCH  Annual  Meeting,  to  be  held  June  19  at  St.  Stephen's

Snyder,  the  subject  of  CBS's  recently  broadcast  "Samari- 
tans," has  made  use  of  fasts  and  other  forms  of  non-violent  pro- 
test to  draw  attention  to  the  indifference  shown  to  the  plight  of 
Washington's  homeless  by  the  Reagan  administration.  These 
tactics  have  been  used  by  Snyder  and  CCNV  to  compel  the  ad- 
ministration to  provide  basic  services  to  the  city's  homeless. 

Following  the  Annual  Meeting  Snyder  will  be  guest  of 
honor  at  a  fund  raiser  to  be  held  in  the  home  of  Alex  Rodreguez, 
chairman  of  the  Mass  Commission  Against  Discrimination.

FIRST  NATIONAL  CONFERENCE  ON  HOMELESSNESS 
by  Ellie  Mamber,  Friends  of  the  Coalition 

The  first  national  conference  on  homelessness,  conceived 
as  a  joint  effort  between  Harvard  University,  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  at  Boston,  and  the  Executive  Office  of  Human 
Services,  drew  an  audience  of  600  researchers  and  service  pro- 
viders for  the  three  days  of  March  25, 26  &  27,  1986.  Represen- 
tatives of  City,  Regional,  State,  and  Federal  Agencies  from 
around  the  country,  many  of  whom  are  only  now  beginning  to 
define  their  own  problem  of  homelessness,  were  in  Boston  to 
learn  from  those  who  have  been  grappling  with  this  area  of  human 
suffering. 

One  of  the  program  highlights  was  the  Model  Programs 
Panel,  which  included  Chris  Sprowles  from  the  Philadelphia 
Committee  for  Dignity  and  Fairness,  a  shelter  run  by  formerly 
homeless  people.  Chris  is  President  of  the  National  Union  of 
Homeless  People  and  provided  a  unique  insight  on  many  of  the 
issues  being  discussed.  He  offered  an  effective  counter  to  the 
theories  of  disaffiliation  often  surrounding  descriptions  of 
homeless  people.  Louisa  Stark,  President  of  the  National  Coali- 
tion for  the  Homeless,  spoke  on  the  history  of  homelessness 
and  provided  another  highlight. 

As  future  conferences  are  planned  we  would  hope  to  have 
more  of  a  leadership  role  to  balance  the  view  points  of  other 
groups.  This  Conference  provided  a  welcome  opportunity  for 
networking  with  other  workers  from  around  the  country.  We 
look  forward  to  the  upcoming  National  Coalition  for  the 
Homeless'  conference  in  Washington  D.  C.  this  September,  to 
continue  the  valuable  process  of  exchanging  resources  and 
information.

Racial  Violence:    A  Tragic  Legacy 


Project  to  Combat  Racial  Violence 


For  many  throughout  the  country,  Boston  in  the 
1970's  was  synonymous  with  the  racial  conflict 
and  violence  of  its  school  desegregation  process. 
The  sad  truth  was  that  this  national  image  was 
only  partially  accurate;  racial  violence  was  even 
more  pervasive  than  portrayed.  Blacks  and  other 
minorities  were  violently  prevented  from  ^ 

residing,  working  in  or  even  travelling  through 
certain  neighborhoods  of  Boston  and  its  sur- 
rounding communities. 

During  the  1980's  some  progress  has  been 
made  in  creating  access  for  minority  persons  to 
every  part  of  the  metropolitan  Boston  communi- 
ty, and  there  is  no  doubt,  less  racial  polarization 
than  in  the  past.  Much  of  this  progress  is  at- 
tributable to  stronger  and  more  aggressive  en- 
forcement of  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Rights  Act. 

Nevertheless  there  remains  in  Boston  and  its 
surrounding  communities  a  "crisis  of  racial 
violence"  which  must  be  constantly  addressed  in 
the  courts,  in  the  communities,  and  in  the 
schools. 

While  Blacks  and  other  minorities  continue  to 
be  targets  of  racial  violence,  the  Asian  communi- 
ty and,  in  particular,  newly  arrived  Southeast 
Asian  refugees  represent  a  new  victim  class.  In 
addition,  friction  between  police  departments  and 
racial  minorities  continue  to  be  a  major  issue 
throughout  Massachusetts. 

That  the  "crisis  of  racial  violence"  continues  to 
plague  our  community  is  beyond  doubt.  One 
need  only  have  seen  the  following  headlines  from 
metropolitan  Boston  newspapers  in  April,  1986, 
"Quincy  Man  Found  Guilty  in  Civil  Rights 
Case,"  "Man  gets  7-10  Years  in  Racial  Attack," 
(Revere),  "Blacks  Accuse  Town  Police  of  Harass- 
ment," (Brookline)  "A  Case  of  Harassment" 
(Sharon). 


The  Project  to  Combat  Racial  Violence  was  ini- 
tiated by  the  Lawyers'  Committee  for  Civil 
Rights  in  1982  to  marshall  the  resources  of  the 
private  bar  in  combatting  racial  violence.  During 
the  last  four  years  the  Project  has  been  involved 
in  virtually  every  major  case  of  racial  violence, 
representing  victims  in  a  variety  of  contexts  and 
forums.  In  addition  to  representing  victims  of 
racial  violence,  the  Project  Director  has  written 
extensively  about  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Rights 
Act  (CRA),  and  worked  closely  with  judges, 
clerks,  prosecutors,  and  police  to  ensure  that  the 
CRA  is  fully  implemented.  The  Project  has  also 
worked  closely  with  community  groups  and  in- 
dividuals such  as  the  Greater  Boston  Civil  Rights 
Coalition  who  are  concerned  with  this  issue. 

Among  the  significant  cases  handled  by  the 
Project  to  Combat  Racial  Violence  include 
representation  of  the  black  victims  of  a  pattern 
of  racial  violence  in  the  Ross  Field  section  of 
Hyde  Park;  the  successful  criminal  defense  of  an 
Hispanic  youth  who  was  shot  by  a  Boston  police 
officer  (Commonwealth  v.  Velez);  successful  defense 
of  a  Cambodian  man  who,  along  with  his  friend, 
was  the  victim  of  a  serious  racial  attack  in  Med- 
ford  in  1985  (Febbi  v.  Som;  Commonwealth  v.  Feb- 
bi;  Arsenault);  and  the  successful  co-defense  of  a 
Chinese  man  who  was  attacked  by  a  Boston 
police  officer  in  1985  (Commonwealth  v.  Huang).

The  Roundtable  on  Racial  Violence  is  a  com- 
munity education  program  designed  to  promote  a 
stimulating  and  thought  provoking  dialogue 
about  the  critical  issue  of  racial  violence,  its  com- 
plexities, and  the  legal  response  to  it. 

It  is  our  hope  that  the  Roundtable  will  offer 
both  attendees  and  panelists  an  opportunity  for 
greater  understanding  of  this  most  critical  issue. 
In  addition,  by  gathering  together  we  will  once 
again  reaffirm  our  commitment  to  eradicating 
racial  violence. 

The  Roundtable  is  modelled  on  the  very  suc- 
cessful public  television  series  "The  Constitution: 
That  Delicate  Balance."  Charles  Ogletree,  Lec- 
turer on  Law  at  Harvard  Law  School  will 
moderate  a  discussion  in  which  judges,  com- 
munity activists,  lawyers,  journalists,  prosecutors, 
and  victims  will  discuss  several  incidents  of  racial 
violence.  The  discussion  will  explore,  in  a  lively 
exchange,  the  effect  of  racial  violence  on  the  vic- 
tims and  the  community;  the  media  response  to 
an  incident  that  is  perceived  as  racial;  and  pros- 
ecutorial and  judicial  response  to  a  racial 
incident. 

In  order  to  facilitate  more  understanding  of 
this  issue  throughout  the  country,  the  roundtable 
on  racial  violence  will  be  taped  and  edited  for 
future  distribution  nationally  as  a  co-production 
of  WBUR  and  David  Kuhn  of  WGBH.

The  Boston  Lawyers'  Committee  was  originally 
created  in  1969  as  an  affiliate  of  the  National 
Lawyers'  Committee  for  Civil  Rights  Under 
Law,  which  was  organized  in  1963  at  the  re- 
quest of  President  Kennedy  for  the  involvement 
of  private  lawyers  in  the  civil  rights  movement. 
Since  1973,  we  have  been  a  special  committee  of 
the  Boston  Bar  Association  devoted  to  providing 
pro  bono  legal  representation  for  victims  of  race 
and  national  origin  discrimination  and  handling 
major  law  reform  cases  on  behalf  of  the  poor  and 
neglected. 

The  unique  feature  of  the  Boston  Lawyers' 
Committee  is  its  relationship  to  26  of  the  most 
prestigious  law  firms  in  Boston.  These  private 
firms  make  cash  contributions  which  fund  more 
than  80%  of  the  annual  operating  expenses  of 
the  Lawyers'  Committee,  and  provide  legal  ser- 
vices on  an  unpaid,  pro  bono,  basis  by  represent- 
ing Lawyers'  Committee  clients  as  co-counsel 
with  members  of  the  legal  staff. 

Among  the  significant  cases  handled  by  the 
Lawyers'  Committee  have  been,  Morgan  v.  Hen- 
nigan  (the  Boston  school  desegregation  case); 
Latino  PAC  v.  City  of  Boston  (U.S.  Supreme 
Court  affirmed  that  City  of  Boston  had  violated 
one  person  one  vote  rule  of  the  U.S.  Constitu- 
tion in  drawing  city  council  district  lines);  Boston 
Firefighters  Local  718  v.  Beecher;  (held  that  court 
imposed  affirmative  action  mandates  could  not  be 
overridden  by  lay-offs);  Porter  v.  City  of  Boston 
(damages  awarded  against  City  of  Boston  for 
failure  to  provide  police  protection  to  minority 
family  whose  home  had  been  firebombed).  We 
have  also  litigated  numerous  bilingual  education 
suits  against  school  systems  in  Boston,  Cam- 
bridge, Hudson,  Waltham,  Holyoke,  Northamp- 
ton, Amherst,  Springfield,  Worcester  and 
Chelsea.
